40 U.S. C. A. 474 
provides that nothing in the Federal Records Act of 1950 "shall impair or 
affect any authority of—. . . (17) the Central Intelligence Agency. . . " 
Furthermore. Section 3G3<c) of the Federal Records Act of 1950 limits 
inspections and surveys of those records, the use of which Is restricted 
for reasons of national security.
